T HE chief objecton to compulsory military training is that it is 


‘compulsory,’’ says the Fresno Republican. Let us, then, 
consider a few things which are already conipulsory. 

First is military service itself, which is now and always has 
been compulsory under the laws and practice of the United States, 
to the extent of what ever might be for the moment the national 
need. In every serious war we ever had, the voluntary system has 
broken down, and we have fought the war out with soldiers some 
at least of whom were compelled to serve. If there is to be com- 
pulsion at all, obviously the fair and equal thing is to impose that 
compulsion on everybody. And if men are to be compelled to 
serve in war, the least we can do is to compel them beforehand to 
have trained themselves to be competent for that service, so that 
we shall not be.sending them into compulsory suicide. 

We have compulsory education, which is compulsory training 
for the civil responsibilities of citizenship. Compulsory military 





training merely means adding one study to the compulsory cur- 
riculum, to prepare citizens for military responsibilities of citi- 
zenship. 

Throughout most of the United States we have until recently, 
compulsory personal labor on the public roads, and there are many 
states in which this personal road work is still theoretically ex- 
acted. The custom gradually grew up of hiring substitutes for 
this work, and finally in many states the obligation of personal 
labor on the highway was commuted into a general road tax. But 
the theory at least was, and the practice long remained, of com- 
pulsory, universal labor on the public roads. 

We have compulsory tax-paying, of course, including ecompul- 
sory membership of the minority in road dstricts, drainage dis- 
tricts, irrigation districts, and street assessment districts. We have 
laws compelling householders to sweep the sidewalks and in the 
east to shovel the snow off the public streets in front of their 
premises. We have compulsory quarantine regulations, even 
against the conscientious scruples and sometimes against the in- 
dividual interests of the person involved. We have compulsory | 
insurance against workmen’s compensation liability, and are about 
to adopt compulsory health insurance. Some day we shall get 
compulsory membership in the union, and the compulsory recog- 
nition of that union by employers. In fact. we have all three of 
these last three compulsions now, only the compulsion is exer- 
cised by other authority than that of the law. Some day we shall 
have it by law. 

In other words, we live in a compulsory world. 
which has to be done universally is necessarily done under com- 
pulsion, to guarantee its universality. Everything which the indi- 
vidual must do to avoid danger to his neighbors or to make him- 
self a competent citizen is compulsory. Even military service has 
always been compulsory, and military training was universal and | 
compulsory in the early days of the republic, when a fear of a 
standing army was at its highest and the sentiment against mili- 
tarism was strongest. 

Universal compulsory military training is now the rule of 
every civilized nation in the world, except our own, and its adop- 
tion here would be merely to carry into practical effect the prin- 
ciple which we have always applied to everything else and which 
we have always had at least in theory, with respect to military 
training.—Riverside Press.

If announces 
that the old conditions have departed forever, that the licensing of 
liquor has gone to the limbo of things that were along with gam- 
bling, outlawed twelve years before, and the red lights which fad- 
ed five years ago, and a revived and revivified, purged and refined 
San Bernardino looks to the future as the commercial metropolis 
for a quarter of a million people, but at the same time taking her 
place among her sister cities of the southland in the ever-growing 
column which has placed the ban on booze.

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For be it remembered, when we voted San Bernardino dry we 
at the same time make Colton dry, and the pledge of the trustees 
of that city will be religiously kept. The splendid results of yes- 
terday’s victory leaves Needles as the only place in San Bernar- 
dino county where the sale of liquor is legal. 

The result in San Bernardino marks one of the most notable 
victories for the dry champions that has been written down in all | 
the west. So strongly intrenched were the liquor interests, so in- 
telligent was their leadership and so clever their managers that 
many people of undoubted dry preferences had thought the only 
way to make San Bernardino dry would be to make California 
dry. But the leaven had been working. Business had seen it de- 
monstrated that prohibition is good for business. Capital long 
since learned that liquor is a parasite that saps the vitality of both 
labor and eapital, and labor had become convinced that booze is 
a cruel taskmaster and that inefficiency is the least of its accom- 
plishments. The accumulation was more than John Barleycorn 
could face, and he went down to defeat by a majority of 541. 

The result ean be attributed to nothing else but an aroused 
public sentiment which in every state has been delivering knock- 
out blows to the licensing and sale and use of liquor, and which 
points the way to a nation dry from coast to coast before we have 
hardly reeovered from the surprises of present victories. In No- 
vember last the city voted dry on the state constitutional amend- 
ment by slightly over 600 votes. Yesterday’s figures on the local | 
question are not far behind, and when San Bernardino thus twice | 
expresses the sentiment of its people by such pronounced majori- 
ties, it is so conclusive that it may be doubted whether the ques- 
tion will ever be raised again in this city. San Bernardino is dry, 
and dry to stay. We may have another brush with the wet forces | 
but if so, it will only lead to another victory more overwhelming | 
than the results of either November, 1916, or April, 1917. 

The Sun addresses itself to the results this morning with no 
thought of exultation over a fallen foe, but rather with a feeling 
of thankfulness that a battle of almost twenty-one years for what 
it conceived to be right has finally led to the end we sought. But 
it was a battle. Liquor interests that long ago served notice on 
the Sun that it must either let them alone or they would put it 
out of business, and the Sun man vowed then that if health and 
strength remained, he would be in business in the old town when 
the sale of liquor would be only a memory, and come July 1 that | 
pledge will have been fulfilled. 

This final clash with the defenders of the saloon has been not 
only successful, but it was splendidly managed. The generals and 
the captains and the lieutenants and the men and women in the 
ranks fought fairly and squarely, but they also fought valiantly 
and successfully, and the word is broadcast over the land this 
morning that alcohol has lost another battle, that booze has been 
driven from another stronghold, and that the dry banners are wav- 
ing from the ramparts in San Bernardino, the city that we love. 

To Mayor-Elect J. W. Catick comes such an opportunity as 
comes to few men in public life. By a clear majority over all 
other candidates, and by figures that are almost as imposing as 
those which determined the result on the liquor question, he has | 
been called back to the mayor’s chair, and at a time when the 
most careful financing, the most expert management and the high- | 
est degree of executive ability will be required to pilot the city | 
through the transition period from the license regime to that which | 
is to follow. He was elected in spite of his frank and forthright 
statement that he did not approve of the dry ordinance, and he

MISS RANKIN TAKES HER NEW 
WORK SERIOUSLY 


America’s first woman representa- 
tive in a national legislative assem- 
bly, Miss Jeannette Rankin of Mon- 
tana, made 
when, for the first time, she took her 
seat in her Washington congressional 
office quarters and made the state- 
ment: “I have come as a member 
of congress, not as a woman.” To- 
day the serious, important and por- 
tentious privilege is hers of tak- 
ing, on the floor of the house of 
representatives of the United States, 
the first seat to which a woman has 
been elected. 

To a representative of the press 
Miss Rankin said last night that she 
is in a peculiarly serious situation, 
and feels deeply her responsibilities. 
Coming to Washington, however, af- 
ter more than 30 hours of continu- 
ous travel, she asked that she be re- 
quested to make no definite state- 
ments regarding her policies as a 
member of congress, except one. 

“IT was elected on the Republican 
ticket,” she said, “and shall abide 
by the decision of the Republican 
caucus in my choice for speaker.” 
This was the only interview’ she 
gave to newspaper men who visited 
later in the even- 
ing. 

Miss Rankin reiterated statements 
formerly made, that she will intro- 
duce the suffrage bill at this session 
of congress, and added that she 
could be expected to stand firmly to 
the platform upon which she was 
elected. 

The representative from Montana 
arrived in Washington unexpectedly 
yesterday morning. She was ac- 
companied by her brother, Welling- 
ton D. Rankin, a lawyer. Her two 
secretaries, Miss Florence Leech and 
Miss Belle Fligelman, both Montana 
girls, have been at the capital for a 
week, preparing for her arrival. Her 
mother has also been in Washington 
waiting for her. 

The first woman member of con- 
gress in the western hemisphere 
came to Washington inconspicuously 
dressed, and unostentatiously. She 
told newspaper men that she will be 
plainly dressed today, upon her first 
entrance to the floor of the house. 
The representative was much amus- 
ed at the emphasis many have laid 
upon her clothes, and at speculations 
which have been made about the na- 
ture of her first appearance in con- 
gress, and its effect upon the pro- 
cedure of the house. 

Nearly 200 prominent suffragists, 


national president, and other offic- 
ials of the National American Wom- 
an Suffrage association, are greeting 
Miss Rankin at a breakfast held in 
her honor at the Shoreham hotel, in 
Washington, Monday morning. Many 
of the women who have come _ to 
Washington to celebrate the historic 
event of a woman’s entrance into 
the American national legisalture, 
are already friends and coworkers 
of the “lady from Montana.” 

Miss Rankin’s first address to the 
Washington public was to be made 
just before driving to the Capitol 
Monday morning from the balcony 
of the National American Woman 
Suffrage headquarters. After a few 
brief words of greeting, Miss Ran- 
kin, it had been arranged, would lead 
a parade of automobiles to the Capi- 
tol grounds. 

At the Capitol, Miss Rankin was 
to be escorted as far as the door of 
the house by Mrs. Catt and Mrs.

Augustus N. Hand's decis- | 
New York — dispatch, 
granting a temporary and prelimin- | 
ary injunction to the Associated 
Press against the Hearst News Serv-}| 
ice, though not applying to the chief) 
point at issue, is none the less a| 
notable step forward in settling the 
law of the ownership of news. The 
Associated Press asked for injunc- 
tions on thrte separate points: (1) 
To forbid employees of members of 
the Associated Press to furnish its 
news to the Hearst service before | 
publication for a consideration; (2) | 
to forbid members of the Associated 
Press to dispense news of the As-}; 
sociated Press before publication, | 
and (3) to forbid the copying of} 
news on bulletin boards and in early 
editions of members of the Asso- 
ciated Press, and the sale of this 
news to members of the Hearst 
service. 

In substantiation of its allegations, 
the Associated Press submitted such 
overwhelming proof of the persistent | 
taking of its news under all three 
heads that Judge Hand was left in 
no doubt as to what has been going 
on. He found that there was a “'sys- 
tematic attempt to secure the news 
of the complainant” by inducing em- 
ployees or members to give’ the 
Hearst service tips or entire news 
items, a code word to indicate the 
Associated Press being habitually us- 
ed. To offset this the Hearst law- 
yers set up the defense that the As-

sociated Press had been guilty of the 
same practices, and that as they 
thus did not come into court with 


clean hands, they had not standing 
in court. This allegation Judge Hand 
found to be absolutely unfounded—a 
decision which will be particularly 
satisfactory to all who believe that 
the Associated Press service should 
be beyond suspicion. He therefore 
promptly granted the injunction ask- 
ed on the first two points, which is|

drive land away, as land is fixedly |

Cheaper land means better homes 
and more personal property. | 

Taxing any personal property 
drives it from the people just as

down tool boxes or kiosks. These 
boxes, made of heavy galvanized 
iron, are practically indestructible. 
Fach box is 6 feet Iong and 2 feet 
square and will hold two dozen or 
more tools—such as shovels, axes, 
hoes, saws, rakes—used in forest 
fire fighting. They will be placed 
at the cross roads and near towns 
and other strategic places in the 
forests where fire fighting equipment | 
may be needed at short notice, Each | 
box is painted a conspicuous color 
and will be made noticeable by ap- | 
propriate placards and signs. 

In order to determine its practic- 
as a forest fire fighting tool, 
forest service in California will 
supply a number of its patroImen 
this season with a .combination de- 
tachable shovel and hoe made to fit 
one handle. This tool, which is eas- 
ily portable, it is hoped, will take 
the place of two separate tools, both | 
heretofore considered essential in 
forest fire fighting. 

In its campaign to make the na- 
tional forests in California accessi- 
ble and inviting as recreation re- 
gions, the forest service is planning | 
to spend $6000 this summer in clear- 
ing the grounds and_ establishing 
camping places on the most travel- 
ed roads within the national forests. 
The improvements planned include 
suitable sanitation equipment, and 
signs along the highways that will 
call the attention of the public to 
the camps.

MEAT THAT GOES FARTHEST 
Meat like everything else has ad- 
vanced so much in price in the last 
few months that we who once en- 


joyed porternouse and sirloin must 
be content wtih some thing else. To 
do entirely without meat is not the 
proper thing, for young as old 
need to be supplied with this nour- 
ishing food, and I doubt if one saves 
in the long run at the present price 
of vegetables, writes Mrs. B. M. Tay- 
lor of San Bernardino, in the Cali- 
fornia Cultivator. 

I have found that there are a 
great many cheaper cuts of meat 
that can be made very palatable. 
True, it may take a little more time 
in preparing, a little. more care in 
selecting. If possible buy your own 
meat. We have a right to see and 
be pleased with what we pay for. 
No woman would think of going into 
a dry goods store, accepting the first 
pattern of dress goods shown her, 
then why should we do so with 
meat? 

Our family standby now, when ev- 
erything is so high, is brisket boil- 
ing meat. To you who have never 
used it the name may not sound 
very promising, but I have tested it 
over and over and am sure that it 
is the cheapest and best tasting meat 
for the money. Five or six pounds 
will supply meat (and various 
dishes) for three days, if managed 
right. This meat four months ago 
was selling for ten cents per pound; 
today it is 14 cents. Five pounds 
will cost 70 cents. Do not buy less 
than that, for the same fuel will 
cook five or six pounds as easily as 
two or three and besides you will 
get a better piece of meat. Do not 
get one too lean (for therein lies 
the secret). One member of my 
family has often said he did not 
care so much for the meat as the 
trimmings, in other words, dressings, 
gravy, dumplings, or any of the va- 
rious dishes made from meat. Well, 
one cannot make these without a 
nice fat piece of meat. I wash my 
meat very carefully, pour plenty of 
boiling water over it and boil slow- 
ly but constantly. Continue to cook 
like this for several hours. Salt 
when partly cooked. If you need to 
add more water be sure it is boiling. 
Do not let the water boil away; you 
should have at least three pints 
when your meat is cooked. When 
the meat is perfectly tender lift it 
from the broth and place in a hot 
frying pan and place in oven until 
it is a nice rich brown. Put your 
kettle, which contains the broth, 
away; that is to be used later. You 
will find that your meat resembles 
a roast, the heat from the oven will 
bring enough fat from the meat to 
make a delicious gravy by using 
brown flour. This, with your meat, 
mashed potatoes, some kind of a 
salad and simple dessert makes a 
very nice meal for the first day. We 
do not have meat three times a 
day. The children carry their 
lunches to school, so at the noon 
hour we only have a light lunch, so 
as to have the substantial meal in 
the evening when we can all enjoy 
it together. 

When you serve this meat it isn’t 
entirely necessary to say to your 
family, “Now, this is the very cheap- 
est meat that I could buy.” 
little tact and let your family think 
once in a while that they are eat- 
ing a roast, for even people of lim- 
ited means like to think they’re hav- 
ing the best sometimes. 

Now for the second day you will 
find that when the broth which the 
meat was cooked in is cold, all the 
fat rises to the top and can be eas- 
ily taken off. Use this fat for sea- 
soning dressing, or it is nice to add 
boiling water to it and _ boil 
dumplings in or noodles on busy 
days.

STOP FOOD CROP WASTES 
IMPROVING METHODS 

The secretary of agriculture, D. F. 
on March 27, issued the 


_BY 


Houston, 
following statement: 

“Both for economic and patriotic 
reasons the American farmer should 
strive this year for the highest 
standard of efficiency in the produc- 
tion and conservation of food. But 


production accomplished by waste- 


ful methods does not make for ef- 
ficiency, and careful thought, there- 


fore should be given to the steps 
that need to be taken. 

“At this, the approach of the grow- 
ing season, it is pertinent to con- 
sider steps which should be taken 
during the starting or the growing 
of crops to prevent or eliminate 
wastes. In the case of the great 
staple cereals, which constitute a 
large proportion of our food supply, 
conspicuous production wastes re- 
sult from failure to give proper at- 
tention to the selection and _ safe- 
guarding of seed for planting, the 
preparation of the land, and the care 
of the crop. For instance, only va- 
rieties known to be well adapted to 
the region where planted should be 
selected, so that in case of such a 
crop as corn the grain will not fail 
to mature properly in a normal sea- 
son. The planting of seed that will 
not germinate often results in great 
loss of time, labor, and money which 
could have been avoided by testing 
the seed for germinability before 
planting. 

“In some sections the damage _ to 
crops by destructive diseases and in- 
sects is the most conspicuous crop 
waste. Economically sound and ef- 
ficient production necessitates pro- 
tection of crops against these pests. 
Disinfecting dips for seed and sprays 
and spraying for growing crops now 
have been developed to a _ point 
where they afford for certain crops 
a form of insurance that farmers 
cannot afford to neglect. 


Secure Maximum Returns from Seed 
“Under existing conditions every 
precaution should be taken (1) to 
reduce production wastes by testing 
seed sufficiently in advance to in- 
sure against the planting of dead 
seed; (2) to treat with disinfecting 
dips all seed subject to diseases that 
can be prevented, such as_ the 
smuts of wheat, barley, oats, and 
rye, the losses from which are esti- 
mated conservatively at $50,000,000 
to $60,000,000 in the United States 
in the average year; (3) to prepare 
especially thoroughly for planting 
these vitally important cereal crops 
and to care for them as may be 
necessary during the season. 

‘Tf seed is of high quality but 
short in quantity, some reduction 
in the quantity used per acre some- 
times can be made with profit if 
the soil is especially well prepared 
and the seeding done carefully. Un- 
der favorable conditions as good a 
stand of oats can be obtained, the 


specialists of the department have 
found, by drilling 2% bushels per 


acre as by sowing 3 bushels broad- 
cast, with resultant increase of yield 
per acre as well as increase of acre- 
age planted.

Disposal of Surplus—Prevention of 
Waste 

“Some of the most conspicuous 
crop wastes occur with fruits and 
vegetables, of which, in normal 
years, larger quantities usually are 
grown than the producers can mar- 
ket profitably. Frequently these 
losess are due indirectly to disease 


and insect injury, which lowers their; 


market value without reducing their 


food value materially if they can be!

existing conditions, every 
practicable step should be taken to 
protect these crops throughout the 
season and to utilize and preserve 
them as fully as possible when they 
have matured. 

“To the extent that competent la- 
bor is available, either hired or in 
family, fruits and vegetables which 
ordinarily it is inadvisable to  at- 
tempt to conserve should be sys- 
tematically saved for use by canning, 
drying, or preserving. These opera- 
tions should not be delayed until 
late summer and autumn; and family 
gardens should be planned to sup- 
ply ample quantities of early-ma- 
turing small fruits and vegetables 
for canning, drying, Or preserving, as 
well as fresh products for the ta- 
ble. Because of the scarcity of tin 
plate and the high price of tin 
cans, it may be necessary in house- 
hold preservation of food more ex- 
tensively to pack fruit and vegeta- 
bles in other containers. This situ- 
ation may call for new methods of 
preserving or the improvement and 
extended use of old processes, such 
as drying. 

“In the Southern states, approxi- 
mately 50,000,000 bushels of sweet 
potatoes are produced annually, and 
it is estimated that at least ‘10,000,- 
000 bushels of these are lost annual- 
ly by decay. Frequently wholesale 
waste occurs at harvest time, not 
only of sweet potatoes, but of white 
potatoes and other underground food 
crops, through lack of proper stor- 
age facilities to safeguard the crop 
from destructive freezes at digging 
time. Early this season plans 
should be made and executed in the 
building of suitable farm storage 
houses or cellars. This usually can 
be done at relatively low cost if un- 
dertaken in time. In view of the 
experience of the past year, it would 
appear that surpluses of such vege- 
table crops as are capable of pre- 
servation by drying for soup stock, 
such as carrots, potatoes, celery, 
etc., could be preserved profitably 
for food use in regions where fruit 
evaporators which could be utilized 
for this purpose already exist. Sur- 
plus sweet corn, if cut at the proper 
stage, can be sun dried or oven 
dried, as in earlier years before sys- 
tematic canning of corn was devel- 
oped, and, in this way, be preserved 
for food use. 

“Certain crops grown annually to 
a considerable extent for soil im- 
provement or forage possess large 
food value if utilized properly. 
Among such crops are soy beans, 
cowpeas, peanuts, kafir and other 
grain sorghums, the food and oil 
produeing value of which has not 
been recognized adequately until re- 
cently, Increased utilization of these 
for human food and oil production 
doubtless will be advisable. 

“Under the conditions in which 
the country now finds itself, it is im- 
portant, as has been pointed out, 
that everything practicable be done 
to increase the efficiency of agricul- 
tural activities during the coming 
season. I have called attention to a 


few of the steps that may be taken 


to this end. It is desirable that 
throughout the country farmers con- 
these and 
matters affecting the produc- 
tion of needed crops and that they 
freely with county 


agriculture.”

HOME GARDEN HINTS 

Practically all truck crops do bet-! 
ter on a sandy loam than on one 
that is sticky and heavy. Larger- | 
sized crops, however, such as cab-| 
bage, tomatoes, beans, and peas, | 
will do well on heavy soil provided | 
it contains the necessary vegetable 
matter. 

The soil in most backyard gardens | 
is distinctly heavy. It will help the | 
soil greatly if the owner works into} 
it a good amount of finely sifted | 
coal ashes free from all cinders. | 
Coal ashes are used largely for the 
physical effect in breaking up a com- 
pact, heavy soil. Such ashes do not 
take the place of fertilizer. | 

Plentiful use of well-rotted manure | 
is still more beneficial in breaking 
up heavy soil because this improves 
the texture and adds fertilizing ma- 
terial. 

Many garden soils are sour. To} 
offset acidity and also to improve} 
the physical properties of the soil 
the garden specialists recommend 
the use of lime. Burnt lime should 
be applied at the rate of 1000 pounds 
to the acre or slaked lime at the 
rate of about 1500 pounds per acre. | 
A garden plot 50 by 100 feet is ap-| 
proximately one-ninth of an acre. 

To apply the lime, broadcast it | 
and mix it freely with the surface |

Apply 
at the rate of 800 to 1000 pounds 
per acre a mixture containing 2 to 
4 per cent nitrogen, 8 per cent phos- 
phoric acid, and 1 to 2 per cent ‘pot- 
ash. The amateur gardener will 
find it easier to use ready-mixed fer- 
tilizer, which can be obtained from 
any reliable dealer.

cultivation will make up for the ab- 
sence of sunlight in a garden. Home 
gardeners before attempting for the 
first time to use a backyard or oth- 
er space should consider carefully 
how many hours a day any part of 
the yard is in shadow from _ build- 
ings, fences, or trees. At least five 
hours of sunlight a day is necessary 
for a successful garden. The more 
sunlight they get the better it is for 
most vegetables. For this reason 
it is bad practice to put plants of 
low habit between tall-growing plants 
which will shade them for the great- 
er part of the day. As a rule, fol- 
iage crops such as lettuce, spinach, 
and kale do fairly well in partial 
shade, but even these must have 
sunshine two or three hours a day. 
In laying out the garden, therefore, 
use shadier parts for such plants 
and reserve the sunny spaces for 
those which must have plenty of 
sunlight to grow and fruit properly.

Such is the valuable knowledge 
in California through a report writ- 
ten by Frank Adams, professor of 
irrigaton investigations in the Uni- 
versity of California, and Ralph D. 
Robertson, Samuel H. Beckett, Wells 
A. Hutchins, and O W. Israelson. 
These men have co-operated in six 
years of experiments carried on 
jointly by the University of Califor- 
nia, the California state department 
of engineering, and the office of 
public roads and rural engineering 


of the United States department of 





agriculture. Copies of their “Bulle- 
tin No, 3” may be obtained by 
writing to Irrigation Investigations, 


College of Agriculture, at the Uni- 
versity or to the state department 
of engineering in Sacramento. De- 
monstrations will be shown also at 
the University Farm picnic at Da- 
vis on Saturday, April 28. 

Four applications of seven and 4a 
half to nine inches each a year are 
recommended for Sacramento val- 
ley alfalfa fields in general, this ir- 
rigation to be given immediately af- 
ter cutting. However, it is pointed 
out that alfalfa planted on very 
open or very impervious soils should 
be irrigated more than once between 
cuttings. 

It is urged that the farmer should 
use a soil auger frequently, to find 
out whether he is keeping his soil 
moist enough, and moist deep 
‘enough down, to get the best results 
from his alfalfa. Alfalfa begins to 
wilt when the soil contains less wa- 
ter than, for silt loams, ten per cent, 
and for clay iloams, sixteen per cent. 
The soil moisture should be kept 
from four to six per cent above the 
percentage at which wilting occurs. 
This can be brought about by apply- 
ing from six-tenths to nine-tenths of 
an inch of irrigation water foot of 
soil for loam soils, and from seven- 
tenths to one and two-tenths inches 


per foot of soil for heavier clay 
loams and clays. To apply more 
than these amounts is not only a 


waste of water, but threatens posi- 
tive damage to the crop and perma- 
nent damage to the soil. 

The reason why many farmers 
apply excessive quantities of irriga- 
tion water is that they have been 
using too small irrigating heads, or 
too large checks. Irrigating heads 
not large enough to enable alfalfa 
checks to be watered evenly with six 
acre inches of water per acre per 
irrigation are too small, and the 
remedy is either larger irrigating 
heads or smaller checks—prefera- 
bly the latter, especially in the case 
of the small holdings. 

These conclusions come from six 
years of experimenting on the Uni- 
versity farm at Davis, supplemented 
by experiments and demonstrations 
on a plat five miles northeast of 
| Willows, and by experiments on be- 
‘tween forty and fifty representative 
farms. in the neighborhood of Grid- 


ley, Los Molinos, Orland, Willows, 
| Woodland, and Dixon. 

These important results, of direct 
practical value to every California 


|irrigator, have been secured by one 
of the projects of agricultural inves- 
tigation of which some two hundred 
are now being carried on by the Col- 
lege of Agriculture of the University

At the annual

general values in other counties in 
the state was discussed by some of 
the members present. This being 
an interesting ag weli as an impor- 
tant subject, when taken into con- 
sideration with that of our own 
county, Secretary Tonneson, and 
local deputy assessor, has asked for 
a statement from Mr. Gilbert on this

subject and which statement fol- 
lows: 
The state tax commission up to 


the year 1916 would never admit the 
state had wronged this county when 
it fixed the annual reimbursement 
under amendment No. 1 at $52,985. 
After I came into office and raised 
the county value $3,253,195 the com- 
mission said your county is now on 
a basis to receive some slight re- 
cognition of her claims; the com- 
mission claiming this county had 
never been assessed in the same 
proportion as that of other counties, 
thereby escaping our obligation. 

It occurred to me the claims might 
be refuted, therefore, I wrote the cir- 
cular letter here enclosed and fifty- 
three others as named on the sheets 
enclosed. The blank spaces oppo- 
site the county indicate the county 
assessor made no answer. There- 
fore, it is not known to me what 
per cent of the true value they use. 
You will note that Orange county as- 
sesses real estate at 30 per cent and 
improvements at 40 per cent, while 
Riverside assessed 331-3 per cent, 
same as I; while nearly all others 
assess from 40 te 75 per cent, thus 


verifying the claims of the _ state 
tax commission.
